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MARKET FORECAST: 


Stockmen’s prospects are brighter 


FED CATTLE prices probably will begin to level off in midsummer and then may re- 
cover part of the decline since early Spring. A small decrease in stocker 
and feeder shipments so far this year indicates that the feedlot buildup 
may be slackening. Although there are more cattle around feed bunks 
this year than in 1959. 





Prices for grass cattle probably will work lower, with much of the de- 
cline coming in early fall. Good grass prospects in most grazing sec- 
tions will spur holding to put on weight. While supplies will increase 
during the summer, the big run won't come until fall unless drouth. 





STOCKER AND FEEDER CATTLE prices probably will work lower until mid-autumn. Pro- 
ducers will have more yearlings and calves to sell this year. Fat cattle 
will be lower without an offsetting drop in feed cost; hence, finishers 
will have their minds set on lower feeder prices. 





Recent contracts on the range for fall delivery show the way the trade- 
winds are now blowing: yearling steers, $22.00-24.50; yearling heifers, 
$21-23; steer calves, $27-30; heifer calves, $24-28, all for Good and 
Choice grades. 





It will be well to top out fed droves on all good rallies. In deciding 
whether to feed on from Good to Choice, better figure on Some narrowing 
of the price spread in the next 3 months. Move any plain fed grades 
soon. 





Cull breeding stock closely and sell early. Top out heavier grassers 
that reach Good slaughter grade during the summer. Take your time in 
buying replacements. Look in the new producing area in the Southeast 
and dry sections of the Southwest for your best buys. 





HOG prices will have a strong midsummer upturn, then will Start a price drop of 
around 25% by late fall. Supply will soon shift from the large 1959 
fall pig crop to a winter crop about 19% less than that of a year previous. 
Hogs over 240 lbs., are taking price cuts of $l -2acwt. 








Through July and August top out at 220-250 1lbs., on strong price upmoves. 
Hold back when prices dip. Keep small shotes on fast-gaining feed to 
beat as much of the fall price drop as you can. Buy strong weight feeders 
if available at less than finished hog prices and fatten for August and 
early September markets. Keep your breeding herd about as large as last 
year's if the pig survey, issued June 2l, shows farmers planning a fall 
pig crop about the same as last year's or smaller. 





FAT LAMB prices will work lower in the next 4 or 5 months. Topout strong-weight 

ae lambs on good price rallies. Hold others, if they are thrifty and on 
good pasture. If they are not, treat for worms and provide extra feed 
to fatten by early September. Buy feeder lambs to be fed for fall sale 
if they're on the bargain counter. 





WOOL trade does not look for any sizable rise in wool prices. Domestic mill 
use of apparel wool is running less than in 1959. You may not lose much 
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Market Forecast (continued) 





by holding wool, but any gain will be small unless a marked worsening of 
international relations spurs inventory buying. 


MILK prices will move up slowly while production is dropping about a third by 
November. If weather is near average, production of the national milking 
String will be up 1% or more from last year. Cull herd less rigorous 
than in 1959. Check pastures and give silage, hay or more concentrate 
when needed to keep up the milk flow. 





FEED GRAIN prices and stockmen's feeding costs in the year ahead will be much the 
Same as in the past year, if the rest of the growing season is near aver- 
age. 








Corn prices often are near their peak about now and advancing harvest 
usually makes July a weak month for other feed grains prices, if crops 
are good. Market surplus corn, if the new crop is coming along well in 
July. Hold down feeding of oats as long as price per bushel is much over 
half that of corn. USe more milo if cost per pound is 10% or more below 
corn. 








PROTEIN FEED prices probably will stiffen in July-August. Crushers will shorten 
running time and turn out less oil meal. Keep stocked moderately ahead 
in this period. ’ 





HAY prices will be scraping bottom in July. Carryover was down 8.5 million tons, 
but new crop prospects are better than a year ago and better pastures will 
reduce early summer use of hay. Hold your surplus for a later market. 

If you're short, buy and take delivery from the field to reduce cost. 





CONSUMERS LINING UP AT MEAT COUNTERS with more grocery money than ever before 
have been giving stockmen's markets stout support. They have taken home 
6 percent more meat thus far in 1960 with average meat animal prices 
down only 5 percent from a year previous., Beef and pork producers also 
have had a little less competition from imports than last year.

These facts are important to every American citizen. 


@ “White House steps into food 
additives melee,” “Cancer clause due 
for a change,” “Additives Law takes 
its first research victim.” These 
headlines are nearly as important to 
the economic future of American 
farmers and consumers as the U-2 
and “Flop at the Top” headlines are 
to our continued existence on earth. 

One can only speculate about the 
changes in Soviet tactics that caused 
the breakdown of the Paris Confer- 
ence, but the events leading to the 
additives story can be traced fairly 
accurately. What is important in 
both cases is, ‘Where do we go from 
here?” Both events should warn al) 
people who want to enjoy a future 
that constant effort and attention to 
detail will be necessary. 

How did we get into the present 
situation? The committee on Chem- 
ical Residues, Missouri College of 
Agriculture, has stated, “The health 
of its citizens is a prime resource of 
the United States. Much of the cred- 
it for this asset can be attributed to 
an exceptionally high level of nutri- 
tion. Although it is usually taken 
for granted, the residents of the 
United States are the best fed peo- 
ple in the world. In no other coun- 
try is there available—and at rea- 
sonable prices—such an abundant 
supply of wholesome, high quality 
food.” 

“This situation could not exist, 
however, were it not for agricultural

chemicals — fertilizers, insecticides, 
herbicides, fungicides, growth stimu- 
lators, sanitation compounds, dis- 
ease control materials, etc. These 
tools are as indispensable to food 
production as tractors, hybrid seeds, 
improved crop varieties, and im- 
proved livestock. Threats to safe, 
effective, and necessary uses of these 
chemicals are very real threats to 
both the quantity and quality of our 
national food supply. 
“Legislation Now in Effect Which 
Pertains to Chemical Residues 
On Food: 

> 1. The Insecticide, Fungicide, 
and Rodenticide Act provides that 
pesticida] chemicals can move in in- 
terstate commerce only under labels 
approved by the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture. 

> 2. Public Law 518, commonly 
referred to as the Miller Pesticide 
Residue Amendment to the Food, 
Drug and Cosmetic Act, is adminis- 
tered by the Food and Drug Admin- 
istration. This legislation estab- 
lished procedures whereby the Food 
and Drug Administration sets, and 
publicly announces, residue toler- 
ances for each chemical on each ag- 
ricultural product. Many tolerances 
thus set are zero. Proof of residue 
safety is made the direct responsi- 
bility of the basic manufacturer. 

» 3. The Delaney clause in the 
Food Additives Amendment to the 
Federal Food, Drug and Cosmetic 


Act was passed during the closing 
days of the 1958 Congressional ses- 
sion. The wording of this amend- 
ment, in effect, makes possible the 
interpretation that virtually all ag- 
ricultural chemicals are ‘food addi- 
tives.’ This legislation prohibits the 
use of a ‘food additive’ in agricul- 
tural production if the ‘food additive’ 
has been shown to cause cancer in 
laboratory animals. This is true, re- 
gardless of the gross dosages used 
in laboratory tests. Since the Food 
and Drug Administration considers 
livestock feed in the same category 
as human foods, such prohibitions 
apply to animal feed production as 
well as the production of human 
food. 

“The Delaney Amendment elimi- 
nates administrative discretionary 
power by the Food and Drug Admin- 
istration. It prohibits consideration 
of whether or not the ‘food additive’ 
is present in amounts remotely ap- 
proaching those necessary to be con- 
sidered injurious. 

‘“‘Nearly every state also has legis- 
lation modeled after the Federal 
laws. These state regulations apply 
to all such chemicals sold in the 
states, including those which do not 
cross state lines, and are thus ex- 
empted frorn Federal authority.” 

Thus the American may pray for 
his daily food, but at the same time, 
petition that he be protected from 
cancer—a laudable desire! The ques- 
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tion then becomes one of deciding 
where a tolerance can be set for 
drugs that have been shown to cause 
eancer in laboratory animals so that 
use of agricultural chemicals can be 
retained and extended as the need 
arises. There are extremists on both 
ends of the soap box, but perhaps an 
objective evaluation can be made, or 
at least the framework for making 
the evaluation established. 
Before any additive is introduced, 
a number of questions must be an- 
swered. Some of the more important 
(the order of importance will vary 
with the individual ranking them) 
are:

Is it useful ? 

Is it safe? 

Is it economical ? 

Is it necessary? 

How should it be adminis- 
tered? 

Many compounds must be screened 
by various methods to find those 
that are useful. Only about one per- 
cent of the known compounds are 
widely used today, but it is not un- 
common to find a use for a com- 
pound that has been isolated many 
years before. This job is done by 
many industrial, university, and 
foundation research teams. This 


screening is costly and must be con- 
tinued to meet the challenge of pests. 


The compounds now in use as agri- 
culture chemicals are certainly use- 
ful. Dr.. Muhrer has shown that 
without insecticides, we might, eat 
grasshoppers and grubs instead of 
beef steak. Certainly the abundant 
food of high quality, free from pests, 
would not be possible without the 
agricultural chemical industry of to- 
day. 

“Elaborate testing of the com- 
pounds is required and is routine. 
When a new compound shows po- 
tential value as an agricultural 
chemical, comprehensive research is 
started immediately. This research 
is the responsibility of, and is fi- 
nanced by, the basic manufacturer 
of the chemical compound. Three to 
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five years, and the expenditure of 1 
to 3 million dollars, are usually re- 
quired for this research. 

“The Food and Drug Administra- 
tion has never.standardized the tech- 
niques it will accept, but the general 
pattern of testing is given in a re- 
port prepared by a committee on 
Chemical Residues at the University 
of Missouri. For more detailed in- 
formation concerning Exhaustive 
Studies of the Compounds and its 
Physical Properties, Toxicological 
Research, and Test for Carcinogenic, 
or Cancer producing tendencies, 
write for the bulletin entitled, 
“Chemical Residues in Human Foods 
and Animal Feeds,” at Bulletin 
Room, Mumford Hall, University of 
Mo., Columbia, Missouri. 

“Based upon data from the above 
research, a dosage level which is safe 
for rats is determined. If no cancer, 
which can be attributed to the com- 
pound, has appeared in any labora- 
tory animal during the course of the 
tests, a safe dosage level for humans 
is then set at approximately 1/100 
of that considered safe for rats. This 
figure is subsequently used as the 
upper limit for residue in human 
food. It should be noted, however, 
that with some foods—such as milk 
—no residue of any chemica) at any 
level will be considered, regardless 
of the data which might have been 
obtained from toxicologica) research. 

“Research on basic toxicology is 
the responsibility of the manufac- 
turer of a chemical. Determination 
of chemical residues which will re- 
main under use conditions of a par- 
ticular state is the responsibility of 
the Land Grant College of that state. 
Many colleges, including Missouri 
College of Agriculture, have not yet 
been able to completely assume this 
responsibility because they lack ade- 
quate chemical residue testing facil- 
ities. Since residue determinations 
are now as fundamental as data on 
performance, however, it is antici- 
pated such facilities must be avail- 
able in the near future.” 


But can the tests determine that 
there is no residue? Maybe not, but 
they can show that any residue is so 
small that it is hard to imagine a 
place where it could cause trouble. 
Perhaps a specific example is in 
order. Before’ stilbestrol was ap- 
proved as an additive for beef cat- 
tle, it was shown that no detectable 
residue was present in the meat from 
the treated animals. The test used 
could detect 2 parts in one billion. 
Suppose that a small undetectable 
residue (1 PPB or less) were present, 
how much beef would one need to 
eat to get an effective dose? One 
milligram per day is a dose common- 
ly used in medicine without causing 
cancer in man. A person would have 
to eat each day the entire carcass 
of three 1200 lb. steers to get 1 mg. 
More estrogenic activity than that 
discussed above could be present in 
tissues of animals in estrus, (but 
since this is natural no one should 
object). Zero tolerance or absvlute 
purity are therefore seen to be un- 
necessary. This view has been con- 
firmed by President Eisenhower's 
Advisory Committee. At the present 
time the question of whether the ad- 
ditive is economical is answered in 
the market place. 

Since the additives now on the 
market have been approved and 
have been found useful and econom- 
ical, one might ask, “Why aj] the 
fuss?” Apparently the public con- 
cern is related to three major areas: 

®» 1. Misunderstanding as to the 
dangers that may come from using 
products, the production of which 
are completely out of control. 

» 2. Greater concern about lon- 
gevity and the fact that control of 
many former killers of mankind have 
increased the percentage of deaths 
from cancer and other organic dis- 
eases. There is no evidence that 
these are caused by food additives, 
but the “scare press” has indicated 


that they might be.

Crossbreeding Beef Cattle is Economical

f@ CROSSBREEDING PRODUCES 
BEEF calves that are heavier at 
weaning time, grade high as slaugh- 
ter calves and gain rapidly on feed 
and pasture. 

Cattlemen in the Bulg Coast re- 
gion have in recent years crossed 
Brahman cattle with European beef 
breeds to obtain adaptation to heat 
and humidity and resistance to ex- 
ternal parasites and tickborne dis- 
eases. Except in this area, planned 
crossbreeding of beef cattle has been 
limited by practical difficulties in 
herd segregation and management. 

To find out if there might be other 
benefits from crossbreeding, the 
Louisiana State University Agricul- 
tural Experiment Station began an 
extensive beef cattle crossbreeding 
project in 1952, evaluating several 
different breeds and crosses under 
similar managerial and environmen- 
tal conditions. 

Animals Crossed 

> Bulls of six breeds—Angus, 
Brahman, Brangus, Charolaise, Here- 
ford and Shorthorn—were mated to 
Angus, Brahman, Brangus and Here- 
ford cows, producing 24 different 
kinds of cattle, (Table 1).

weights, slaughter calf grades, per- 
formance of steers on pasture and 
carcass merit of steers. 

The needs of cattlemen on cow and 
calf programs and on feeder calf 
programs were kept in mind when 
the results were evaluated. Cattle- 
men in the Southeast who raise 
calves usually sell their calves at 
weaning time, as either feeders or 
slaughter calves, They want their 
calves to weigh heavy and grade 
high. Those on a feeder calf pro- 
gram are looking first for “weight 
without wait’”—the ability to put on 
as much weight as possible at an 
early age. Live grade in combina- 
tion with estimated yield sets the 
price per pound. Therefore, the 
rancher and feed-lot operators want 
cattle that not only gain rapidly but 
also have sufficient conformation, 
quality and finish to grade high. 
Weaning Weights, Grades 

> Under the conditions of this 
study, Brangus cows raised calves 
that were considerably heavier than 
those raised by the other three 
breeds. The Brahman cows weaned 
calves at significantly heavier 
weights than did Angus and Here- 
ford cows. Thus, the value of part 
or all Brahman breeding for superior 
mothering ability under Southeast- 


ern conditions is clearly indicated. 

Charolaise and Hereford bulls 
sired calves that were considerably 
heavier at weaning time than calves 
sired by bulls of the other four 
breeds. Shorthorn, Brahman, and 
Brangus bulls performed nearly alike 
with respect to weaning weights, 
while Angus bulls consistently sired 
calves whose weaning weights were 
considerably below average. (Table 
1). 

Weaning grades correspond close- 
ly with weaning weight, especially 
according to breeding of the dam. 
This indicates the importance of ma- 


ternal influence and suggests that 


careful attention should be given to 
the genetic background of cows to 
use for slaughter calf production in 
a crossbreeding program. 

Eight of the 11 types of calves 
grading highest on slaughter calf 
grade were out of Brahman and 
Brangus females (Table 1), thus. 
demonstrating the values of Brah- 
man blood in dams used for slaugh- 
ter calf production. 

Feeder Calf Performance 

» All steer calves were fed on 
wheat and rye grass pasture for 168 
days after weaning. They received 
a limited supplement of corn and 
cottonseed meal.

months of age, the steers were 
slaughtered in the LSU Meats Lab- 
oratory to provide carcass data. 

Steers out of Hereford and Angus 
cows gained considerably faster than 
steers out of Brangus and Brahman 
dams. Thus, when cattle are placed 
on feed after weaning, much of the 
weaning-weight restriction exerted 
by maternal influence is overcome. 
However, on total weight per day of 
age, steers out of Brangus females 
remained heaviest (Table 1). Short- 
horn and Charolaise bulls sired 
ealves that gained the fastest on 
feed, and Charolaise-sired calves 
were heaviest on total weight per 
day of age. 

When the short-yearling steers 
were graded on foot for slaughter,

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the average ranking of the dams 
when mated to bulls of all breeds 
completely reversed itself from the 
ranking for slaughter calf grades. 
It appears, therefore, that Brahman 
blood is more valuable in slaughter 
calf production than for the produc- 
tion of feeder calves to be slaugh- 
tered as yearlings. 

Carcass Quality 

> Shorthorn bulls sired the high- 
est-grading carcasses (low choice), 
followed by Hereford, Angus, Brah- 
man. Brangus, and Charolaise (low 
good) sires. According to existing 
Federal grade standards, Charolaise- 
crossbred carcasses did not carry 
sufficient finish and marbling to 
grade as high as they could have 
graded on their conformation and 
quality. Charolaise bulls, however, 
sired steers with the largest area of 
rib-eye muscle (9.27 sq. in.). Steers 
out of Brangus and Angus dams pro- 
duced rib-eye areas larger than the 
average (8.70 sq. in.) for all steers 
slaughtered. 

Tenderness, as determined by 
shearing strength of the meat, was 
most pronounced in beef from steers 
out of Hereford dams and sired by 
Angus bulls (Table 1). Beef from 
straight-bred Brahmans was rated 
least tender of the 24 types of cat- 


tle studied. 

The first-cross study is only the 
first phase of a three-phase cross- 
breeding project. The second phase, 
involving backcrosses, is now in 
progress. The third phase will evalu- 
ate crosses of three breeds. When 
the project is completed, al] the data 
will be interpreted in terms of what 
then appear to be future trends in 
beef production in the South. Pro- 
spective changes in marketing and 
in meat processing, such as changes 
in grade standards, use of tender- 
izers and prefabricated cuts, will be 
considered in helping Southern cat- 
tlemen to choose breeds and to plan 
profitable breeding programs. <4

A Flock of Ewes Will Pay Dividends 


Have you considered sheep to take the place of that part- 


By Sam Guard 


@You thinking about trying a 
flock of ewes on your farm—selling 
the lambs and wool for some extra 
income? Well, in July and August 
you can go to the stockyards and 
take home a load of yearling west- 
ern ewes at a cost of $25-$30 a head. 
Breed them to a meaty purebred 
mutton ram in September or even 
October. They’ll have lambs next 
spring, February or March, some of 
them two lambs, which by next July 
should get you your money back. 
I’m sure your income will equal the 
cost of the ewe, if you shear her 
next May and add the fleece money 
(62 cents a pound) to what the 
lambs bring. 

Moreover, that ewe will go on 
cleaning up your fencerows and weed 
patches and having one or two lambs 
a year for 5 or more years, cutting 
your capital investment to about $5 
a year for an ovine machine that will 
be turning out $25 to $35 worth of 
product. Of course there’ll be a “fuel 
bill” of a nickel a day if you keep 
her on dry lot and buy the feed. But 
on most farms you can turn her onto 
pasture, stalk fields, garden spots 
after the roasting ears are off, or 
even the front yard, and so cut the 
cost of boarding your ewe to 2 cents 
a day, without giving her any credit 
for cleaning up the place. 
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Oh, I know the economists say 
you’ve got to buy 40 ewes to make 
the project economical. That’s fine 
—40 or 80 or 400 ewes operate on 
the same general principles of man- 
agement, health and nutrition. But 
I say even the moonlight farmer will 
find it profitable to start with 10 
head. Or the general full-time farm- 
er growing feed for cattle and hogs 
will have a revealing experience by 
buying 20 or 30 head and starting a 
sheep enterprise as a sideline. 

You will be performing a public 
service, too. Because America needs 
more sheep—more productive farm 
flocks. Last year we used 431 mil- 
lion pounds of wool for apparel and 
carpets. We imported 127 million 
pounds. We sheared 252 million 
pounds from 30,547,000 sheep. Say, 
20 years ago we had 47,441,000 
sheep, and not so many people. 

If you save your sales slips when 
you sell your wool, they’re good for 
a bonus incentive payment that as- 
sures you a minimum price of 62 
cents a pound for your wool. Thanks 
to the National Wool Act. No allot- 
ments or quotas, but a sensible price 
for an essential farm commodity, 
cost of the incentive coming out of 
the tariff receipts on imported wools. 

One summer when I was in ag. 
college Prof. Plumb farmed me out 


time farm hand and still add to the annual net income. 


to a sheep ranch in northern Mich- 
igan. We had a thousand Delaine 
ewes in the woods up there. That’s 
where I learned something about 
foot rot, wool maggots, tapeworms 
and houn’dogs. Ever since then I’ve 
believed that we need a little flock 
of ewes on every other farm, rather 
than on one farm in five as in our 
most popular fleece-wool states, 
Ohio, Iowa and South Dakota. Texas 
and the 7 western states can take 
care of themselves! They have half 
of the sheep in the United States 
grazing there. But I rather think the 
trend of sheep-keeping is eastward. 

I’ve been talking to farmers who 
show champion truckloads like 
Henry Besuden and Doak Bros., to 
professors and extension men, to 
breed secretaries and commission 
men and packers about this. I met 
one stockyards sheepman with a copy 
of June Gazette in his hip pocket who 
said he’d just sold a band of Mon- 
tana yearling westerns (by Hamp- 
shire rams out of Rambouillet ewes) 
to go to the country @ $25 a head. 
And from the country he sold a 
truckload of 100-lb. lambs for $25 a 
head. By asking a lot of questions 
from such folks, I think I found out 
a few things you can do month by 
month: 

> July. Talk it over with your 
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sheep-keeping neighbor, your com- 
mission man, and county agent. 
Maybe your banker. If he isn’t in- 
terested there’s your P.C.A. And 
look around for a purebred ram. 
Good place to look is in Breeder’s 
Gazette ads. 

> August, Take delivery on west- 
ern yearlings, just as many as you 
can take care of good. Have them 
dipped and drenched at the stock- 
yards. 

> September. Might give them a 
little grain, what the shepherds call 
“flushing.” Turn in the ram. 

> October. How are they doing on 
pasture or stubble? After first frost 
better drench them again. Adver- 
tising pages of Breeder’s Gazette will 
tell you how to worm sheep the easy 
and modern way. 

® November. Better take the ram 
away now. Got a separate lot where 
he can nibble on some grass and get 
some exercise? If it gets too rough 
outside, put him in a boxstall with 
plenty of hay, water, and about a 
pound of grain a day. 

 & December. Ewes seem to be do- 
ing well on that spot of winter pas- 
ture. But now they ought to have a 
decent sheep fold, under roof, where 
they can bed down comfortably. Be 
sure there are no half-open gates to 
squeeze through nor a high door-sill 
for them to waddle over. ‘Yes, they 
do seem to be showing that they’re 
in lamb. This one looks like she’ll 
have twins, Be sure they don’t have 
to wade through mud to get to the 
barn. More farm ewes slink their 
lambs from having to pull their feet 
out of sticky mud holes than for any 
other reason. 

> January. Now don’t forget: 
that ewe not only has to maintain 
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herself, grow that lengthening fleece 


and oi] it with lanolin, but she has 
to feed that little lamb inside her, 
maybe two of them, which will drop 
onto this bright clean straw in a 
month or 6 weeks. So let’s give her 
a half-a-pound a day of crimped oats, 
corn, or bran every day, besides her 
alfalfa, clover or soybean hay, and 
water, If they clean up all that 
grain for sure, give them a little 
more. But not more than they clean 
up every day. 

> February. What’s the matter 
with that snotty one? Forget to 
drench her? Well, don’t do it now; 
she might lose her lamb... . Got the 
lambing quarters ready, with panels 
and gates so you can fence off any 
ewe in labor? A good shepherd never 
has too many gates! And don’t put 
her maternity pen by that open 
driveway. How’d you like to have a 
lamb in a draft? ... As soon as this 
one or that one begins to bag up, 
you might as well bring a cot or easy 
chair out here so you can get a cat 
nap between lambs, Of course you 
disinfected the. place with sheep-dip 
and bedded it with bright clean 
straw ... Tag the ewe in the rear 
end and clip that long wool from 
around her udder. A fool lamb 
doesn’t know the difference between 
a teat and a tuft of wool at first... 
Got your fingernails clipped, your 
hand and arms washed good? If the 
lamb is too big you may have to help 
her. 

» March. Yes, sir, a 150 percent 
lamb crop is pretty good. That was 
right just to give the lamb’s dam a 
drink of water, no grain, the first 
day, until you got her to own her 
offspring and let suck. You were 
pretty smart with those triplets and 


the way you took one off right away 
and gave it to that ewe with a single. 
And I must compliment you_on that 
ingenious creep you made around the 
lambs’ feedbox, with plenty of room 
for the little fellows to eat, and doze, 
or jump up and down in that funny 
way they have and grow to 90 
pounds, That lespedeza or leafy 
alfalfa that you put in the creep 
rack was just the ticket, That and 
the- ground corn, crimped oats, sur- 
plus wheat; or what was it you had 
in the creep trough? Oh, a pinch of 
soybean meal. Or was it cottonseed? 
® April. What are you doing with 
that shotgun, going hunting? You 
mean that’s lead poisoning for those 
stray dogs! And I notice you’ve put 
bells on some of your ewes, And 
you’re going to turn that Angus cow 
and her calf out with your sheep, 
and let them all come in every night? 
> May. Yes, sir, it’s shearing 
season. Believe I’d make a date with 
the custom shearer. He earns his 
money, ties the fleeces right. 

> June. At 90 to 100 pounds your 
lambs are plenty fat enough to go 
to market. Same commission man 
who sold you the ewes wil] do his 
best to get you top price according 
to those new USDA grades. 

No, I wouldn’t keep any of those 
cute ewe lambs for replacements. 
These mother ewes with four perma- 
nent incisors will go two more years 
to full mouths, and that doesn’t 
either necessarily mean the end of 
their usefulness. 

You know what? Id like you to 
get a couple of purebred ewes, same 
breed as your ram, and you can keep 
their lambs for replacements. Pretty 
soon you'll be a purebred sheep 


breeder. None better! <4

M MANAGEMENT AND FEED- 
ING during the breeding and gesta- 
tion period is often the most over- 
looked part of a producer’s program. 
Yet, a haphazard or careless han- 
dling of the breeding herd can easily 
result in breeding failures. If hogs 
are to reach market on schedule, 
breeding success is essential. This 
depends upon careful attention to all 
management and feeding details. 

For many years, agricultural 
groups have issued management rec- 
ommendations. Common to all has 
been a lack of uniformity. After a 
year and a half of intensive nation- 
wide study of all available research, 
23 recommendations have been adopt- 
ed by the Nutrition Council of Amer- 
ican Feed Manufacturers Associa- 
tion. These recommendations are 
based on research and practical ex- 
perience of nearly 200 authoritative 
sources including the nation’s land 
grant colleges, experiment stations, 
USDA, and feed manufacturers,

months. 
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corresponds to the following practices. 


General Management 

> 1. Gilts to be retained for the 
breeding herd should be separated 
from the market herd at 4 to 5 
months of age or at 150.to 175 
pounds. They should have at least 
12 well developed teats. 

> 2. Gilts should be at least 8 
months old and weigh near 250 
pounds before they are bred. 

3. Worming of sows and gilts 
before they are bred is recommend- 
ed, and sanitary measures should be 


followed to prevent reinfection. 

> 4. “Flushing” (increasing feed 
intake) during the breeding season 
is recommended. The feed intake 
should be increased 7 to 10 days be- 
fore breeding starts and maintained 
until all sows or gilts are bred. 

> 5. Under conditions of hand, or 
individual mating, two services per 
sow or gilt are recommended. The 
first mating on gilts should be on the 
first day of estrus and the first mat- 
ing on sows on the second day of 
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estrus. The second service should 
follow the first by 24 hours. 

(Note: When only one mating can 
be made during the estrus period, it 
is recommended that gilts and sows 
be served on the second day of 
estrus. ) 

>6. When weaning under two 
weeks of age, it is recommended that 
sows be bred on the second heat 
period after weaning. It is generally 
satisfactory to breed sows on the 
first heat period following weaning 
at three or more weeks. 

> 7. It is recommended that gilts 
and sows be kept separate during 
the gestation period, unless they are 
self-fed a bulky ration. 

® 8. Effective mange and lice 
treatment is recommended during 
gestation. 

> 9. Boars should be 8 months old 
before being used in the breeding 
herd. 

> 10. Whenever practical, it is 
recommended that boars be used to 
serve several sows or gilts outside 
the breeding herd prior to serving 
those in the breeding herd. 

> 11. Boars of the same age or 
size can be run together during the 
off-breeding season. Boars of dif- 
ferent ages, junior and mature, 
should not be run together. 

> 12. The recommended size of 
exercise lot for holding a boar is 44 
acre, 

> 13. The maximum number of 
services per boar should be: 

> 14. The use of a breeding crate 
is recommended when breeding gilts 
to old boars. It is often desirable to 
use a breeding crate when mating 
old sows to young boars. 

> 15. Hand or individual mating 
of boars to sows or gilts is recom- 
mended over field mating. However, 
if field mating is practiced, two 
methods are recommended. One 
method is to split the sow or gilt 
herd so as to have one boar per group. 
Another method that is recommend- 
ed is to alternate boars in the sow 
or gilt herd; that is use one boar or 
set of boars one day and another 
boar or set of boars the next day. 

16. On good legume or good 
legume-grass pasture, allow 10 to 12 
gilts or 8 to 10 sows per acre. 

> 17. The square feet of housing 
or shede per animal should be as fol- 
lows: 

Feeding Management 

> 18. Hand feeding of sows and 
gilts during gestation is generally 
recommended as greater utilization

of pasture and other desirable rough- 
ages can be attained and the condi- 
tion of the sows and gilts can be 
more closely watched, but especially 
adapted bulky rations can be suc- 
cessfully self-fed. 

> 19. When sows and gilts are 
self-fed during gestation, the number 
per linear** foot of feeder space, or 
self feeder hole, should be as fol- 
lows: Pasture 3 to 4; Drylot 2 to 3. 

> 20. For hand feeding in troughs 
of gilts and sows during gestation, 
or for hand watering, the linear** 
feet of space required per gilt or sow 
is 144 to 2 feet. 

> 21. When alfalfa hay is fed in 
a rack, 4 sows may be fed per 
linear** foot of rack space. 

> 22. Bred sows and gilts may be 
used to glean corn left in fields, pro- 
viding an excessive amount of corn 
is not on the ground and supplement 
is available, 

> 23. One automatic watering cup 
should be provided for each 12 gilts, 
or for each 10 sows. (An automatic

Do Internal Parasites 
Cost You? 


@ Beef cattle should be wormed in 
the fall, and preferably twice a year 
by including a spring worming. Dr. 
Fred Lewis, veterinarian, points out 
that internal parasites are most 
troublesome to cattle of yearling 
age. 

Reason for this, he says, is that 
calves are not usually out on in- 
fested pastures at a real early age. 
Also parasite eggs don’t hatch dur- 
ing hot dry weather. The eggs need 
the moisture that occurs in the fall. 
Waiting until the calves pick up the 
larvae which later cause a build up 
in the infestation takes another pe- 
riod of time. However, he warns, by 
the time that the calf begins to show 
symptoms of parasites, there is great 
danger of losing several animals. 
Those that do not succumb to the 
disease will probably never do as 
well as they should. 

Once a calf survives an attack of 
internal parasites, he says, they are 
immune to them. This is the reason 
older cattle do not show the symp- 
toms of parasites. However they 
carry them, and these parasites con- 
tinue to lay billions of eggs which 
are seeded and scattered over the 
pastures. He recommends that pas- 
tures should not be overstocked.< 


Control Leptospirosis to 
Increase Farm Profit 


@ Vaccination is the key to the con- 
trol of leptospirosis in cattle and 
swine, and sanitation and good man- 
agement practices are subsidiary 
aids which are important to prevent 
spread of the disease. 

Bacterin is not intended for treat- 
ment of the disease. Antibiotics are 
the only known medicant for treat- 
ment of leptospirosis, even though 
there is no highly effective treat- 
ment for animals showing symptoms 
of the malady. 

A characteristic of leptospirosis is 
that when not killed out with suffi- 
cient treatment, the germs literally 
dig into the kidney tissue for a long 
slow siege, producing tiny white 
scars on the kidneys. These animals 
intermittently shed the germ in their 
urine, spreading it to non-infected 
animals, The disease in cattle mani- 


fests itself when a sudden abortion 
problem arises. Other symptoms of 
the disease are depression, loss of 
appetite, fever from 104 to 107 de- 
grees, anemia, weight loss, yellow- 
ish color, drop in milk production, 
and blood-tinged milk.< 


Thyroprotein Boosts 
Baby Pig Gains 


@ It’s important that sows maintain 
a high level of milk flow so the pigs 
get off to a good start. Thyroprotein 
(iodinated casein) added to a high- 
energy ration stimulates milk flow 
and results in more rapid gains in 
nursing pigs and in a smaller death 
loss per litter. 

It was recommended to feed 100 
mg. of thyroprotein per pound of 
feed. A full feed of high-energy ra- 
tion is necessary at this time, and 
thyroprotein must be fed continuous- 
ly during the lactating period. Re- 
moval of the thyroprotein results in 
an immediate drop in milk produc- 
tion. 

On excellent rations without thy- 
roprotein, 118 sows in Iowa experi- 
ments brought their pigs up from an 
average birth weight of 2.9 pounds 
to an average weight of 5.1 pounds 
for an average gain of 2.2 pounds 
per pig in the first week. A similar 
group of sows with pigs averaging 
2.9 pounds at birth were fed a thyro- 
protein supplement in their ration. 
This group brought their pigs up to 
a 5.5 pound average at 1 week—-an 
average gain of 2.6 pounds. This was 
an 18 per cent greater gain for the 
pigs whose mothers were receiving 
thyroprotein. 

The thyroprotein supplementation 
cut death loss almost in half during 
the first week. Sows receiving only 
the good base ration lost an average 
of 0.9 pig per litter. Those receiving 
the thyroprotein lost an average of 
only 0.5 pig per litter.< 


Here Shrink is Reduced 


W Reporting on the use of tran- 
quilizers to alleviate shipping stress 
and loss, Dr. Belling, veterinarian, 
said one lot of tranquilized cattle 
average 8 pounds less loss of weight 
in 74 hours than a non-tranquilized 
lot.<

> 3. The tendency to give mag- 
ical power to natural materials. 
What is natural is never clearly de- 
fined. Nearly all members of the 
“nature cult” wear clothes, perhaps 
synthetic, rather than skins, eat with 
a fork and sleep in a bed that is far 
from nature. Many are transported 
to and even work at jobs that are 
not closely related to the primitive 
or unevolved (natural) human. Nev- 
ertheless, the same group shudders, 
and finds writers and publishers who 
distribute their shudders when the 
agriculturist controls undesirable 
pests, replenishes the wasted soil, 
improves the shelf life, attractive- 
ness and flavor of his food, and in- 
sures a supply of fiber for his ‘un- 
natural cave.” 

We should try to develop pro- 
grams to help each of the above 
groups understand the basic facts. 
Further all, legislators should be in- 
formed and interested people should 
be sure that any congressional and 
executive committees hear testimony 
from qualified scientists before any 
future bills are passed or action 
taken by administrators. The cran-
